An Elba man has been indicted 
on murder charges by a grand jury 
mecting in regular session. 

On Monday, October 24, 1994, 
the Coffee County, Elba Division 
Grand Jury returned a true bill on 
murder charges filed against Timo- 
thy Ferrell Edge, age 37, of Route 1, 
Elba, Alabama, 

Edge was arrested and later 
charged with murder in the shooting 
death of Billy Clifton Whitehead, 
age 32, also of Route 1, Elba. 

According to authorities, Edge al- 
legedly shot Whitehead on the night 
of June 21 at his (Edge’s) residence. 

Although there was no apparent 
motive for the shooting, police be- 
lieve that Edge and Whitehead were 
arguing shortly before the shooting 
took place. 

On the evening of the shooting, 
Elba police were called to the Edge 
residence at 8:51 p.m. after it had 
been reported that someone had been 
shot. 

Upon arriving at the scene, offi- 
cers found Whitehead lying in the 
yard with a single gunshot wound to

The Elba City Council met in a 
short special session at 7:00 a.m. 
Thursday morning, October 27, to 
make an adjustment in the budget. 

The meeting, scheduled for city 
hall, was adjourned to the waiting 
room of Elba General Hospital in or- 
der to get a quorum. Both Council 
members Bill Brunson and Gladys 
Yelverton were out of town. Council 
member Brad Wilson was at his job 
in the X-ray Department of the hos- 
pital and very busy. Therefore the 
group met in the waiting room and 
Wilson joined long enough to hear 


the chest. 

He was taken to Elba General 
Hospital by a unit of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad where he was pronounced 
dead shortly after he arrived. 

The police found a .38 caliber re- 
volver al the scene believed to be the 
murder weapon. The pistol was not 
registered, but is believed to belong 
to Edge. 

The defendant was also charged 
with the unlawful possession of mar- 
ijuana in the first degree when plants 
were found on the premises during 
the course of the murder investiga- 
tion. 

At the time of his arrest, Edge 
was place in jail with the bond set at 
$100,000 for the murder charge and 
$10,000 for the possession of mari- 
juana charge. 

On September 2, District Judge 
Thomas Head approved a motion by 
the defendant’s attorney to lower the 
$100,000 bond to $75,000, but or- 
dered the $10,000 bond to remain 
the same. Edge’s filed contained a 
letter from the District Attorney’s of- 
fice NOT objecting to the lowering 
of his bonds. 

However, Edge was released 
from jail on September 8, after sig- 
natures were obtained on an $85,000 


the motion and cast his vote.

Food stamp allotments increase

During the month of October, 
most food stamp households in Ala- 
bama and throughout the nation saw 
an increase in their monthly food 
stamp allounents, thanks to some ad- 
justments in eligibility guidelines set 
forth by the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture (USDA), the agency which 
also supplies the food stamps. 

“The amount of the increase var- 
ied from one food stamp household 
to the next, depending upon family 
size, income, and eligible deduc- 
tions,” said Ms. Lynda Briddle, di- 


rector of the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Human Resources, 

Eligible food stamp families did 
not have to do anything to receive 
the increase. 

“The size of the increase was au- 
tomatically calculated by our agen- 
cy’s food stamp staff,” said Ms. 
Briddle. 

The average allotment for food 
stamp households in Alabama _in- 
creased from $172 a month to ap- 
proximately $179 a month. 

The maximum allotment for a 
one-person houschold changed from

bond on the murder charge and a 
$10,000 bond on the possession 
charge - total bond $95,000. 

This past weekend, Edge was 
again arrested by Elba police and 
charged with unlawful possession of 
marijuana in the first degree, 

Reportedly, the latest arrest came 
after officers stopped a vehicle be- 
cause of erratic driving. Edge was a 
passenger in the car. 

After being taken to the Coffee 
County Jail and being processed, 
Edge was released on a $5,000 ap- 
pearance bond for his latest escapade 

This newspaper has learned that 
on Monday, a motion was filed with 
the Circuit Clerk’s office by the Dis- 
trict Auomey’s office requesting that 
Edge’s bonds be revoked and that he 
be placed in the county jail to await 
trial. 

Edge’s arraignment on the mur- 
der charge has been scheduled for 
November 16 in Elba. 

During the grand jury's session, 
members were presented evidence in 
37 other cases. Of those 37 present- 
ments, 25 indictments were returned 
and of those, 23 were felonies, 2 
were misdemeanors. There were 8 
cases continued and 4 cases were no- 
billed.

Four individuals, two men and 
two women, have been arrested and 
charged with the burglary of the 
Elba Country Club. 

Arrested were: Joseph Shane 
Bragg, age 21, and Christopher Mi-

Partin, age 18, of 145 E. Magnolia

All four were taken into custody 
on October 26, 1994 and charged 
with burglary in the third degree,

BARBARA HUDSON NAMED VICTIM'S SERVICE OFFICER 
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DA endorses crime victims’ amendment

The cause for crime victims’ 
rights got a boost from a local level 
Monday afternoon when 12th Judi- 
cial Circuit District Attomey Joel 
Folmar endorsed the proposed 
Amendment #3 to the Alabama Con- 
stitution. 

Folmar began his called press 
conference with the statement, 
“When voters go to the polls on No- 
vember 8th, they will find 26 pro- 
posed amendments to the Alabama 
Constitution. 

“T’d like to take this opportunity 
to endorse and encourage the voters 
to support Amendment #3.” 

The amendment basically states 
that a crime victim has the right to 
be notified of, present at, and heard 
when authorized during the crucial 
stages of the criminal proceedings to 
the extent that it does not interfere 
with the rights of the accused. 

“I feel that victims are long past 
due having these simple basic rights 
afforded to them in this proposed 
amendment,” said Folmar, “And, I 
urge and ask the Alabama voters to 
vote ‘yes’ on proposed Amendment 
#3 on Tuesday, November 8th.” 

Folmar also announced the addi- 
tion to his office of a full-time Vic- 
tim’s Service Officer, 

He introduced Mrs, Barbara Hud- 
son as the person who will be filling 
this new position, 

“Barbara is now not only the Vic- 
tim’s Service Officer, but, unfortu- 
nately, a victim herself! Folmar said. 
“She is the sister of the late Neil 
Grantham who served Coffee 
County as sheriff and was needlessly 
gunned down on March 1, 1979,” 

Mrs. Hudson's duties will include 


working directly with victims, in- 
forming them of the different stages 
in the criminal proceedings and as- 
sisting them with the Alabama 
Crime Victims Compensation Com- 
mission, 

Also present at the press confer- 
ence were members of the newly 
formed Wiregrass Chapter of VO- 
CAL (Victims Of Crime And Le- 
nicncy) and a representative from 
the state-wide VOCAL organization, 

Speaking on behalf of Alabama 
VOCAL was Darlene Hutchinson, 
who is vice president of the state- 
wide organization. 

She told the group, “For more 
than 200 years, criminal defendants 
have been afforded many rights 
while crime victims are not men- 
tioned once in the U.S. or Alabama 
Constitutions, Next Tuesday, voters 
have the opportunity to change this!” 

Hutchinson stated that a 1982 


Presidential Task Force for Victims 
of Crime reported that “somewhere 
along the way, the system has lost 
track of the simple truth that it is 
suppose to be fair and protect those 
who obey the law, while punishing 
those who break it.” 

For 12 years now, the VOCAL 
organization started by Miriam She- 
hane, herself a victim, (her daughter 
was kidnapped, brutally raped and 
murdered) has provided support to 
crime victims statewide, and has 
been the watchdog of the criminal 
justice system. 

With nine chapters, VOCAL con- 
tinually attempts to balance the 
scales af justice. 

“Without a doubt, this amend- 
ment is Alabama’s most important 
piece of crime victims legislation,” 
Hutchinson said. “We implore Ala- 
bama’s voters to favor AMEND- 
MENT #3!”

AMENDMENT NO. 1 This is a proposal to modify the Constitution 
of Alabama to change the way.of voting on amendments which af- 
lect only one county. This will help eliminate the long ballot you are 
facing Tuesday and will save the laxpayers money. it will cost the 
State ’s newspapers some advertising money, but we will vote yes. 
AMENDMENT NO. 2 Proposes transfer of title to the land, equip- 
ment and facilities of the Alabama State Docks in Madison County 
to the Huntsville-Madison County Marina and Port Authority. This 
one is all right also. 
AMENDMENT NO. 3 Proposes to improve the basic rights of 
crime victims in Alabama. This bill will not solve all the problems of 
victims, but it is a start. We vote yes. 

AMENDMENT NO. 4 Proposes to permit public funds be used for 
the recognition of significant contributions by students, teachers, 
staff and others to public education. There is nothing wrong with this 
as far as we can see. We will vote yes and hope it doesn’t open the 
barn door to a flood of wasting of tax money. 

AMENDMENT NO. 5 Proposes to prohibit the establishment of su- 
pemumerary positions and allow those affected officials to be part of 
the Alabama Employees’ Retirement System. We vote no here. It 
has some good and some bad. We feel the bad is too much to swal- 
low, just to get some good. Maybe they will improve this bill with- 
Out allowing every elected official in every branchhead get on state 
retirement fund. 

AMENDMENT NO. 6 Will allow certain county ad valorem tax of- 
ficials to participate in the state retirement System or other county re- 
lirement system, instead of the current supemumerary program. We 
vote no here. This one is closely tied to the one above and scares us. 

AMENDMENT NO. 7 Proposes to add two district judges to serve 
as members of both the Judiciary Inquiry Commission and Court of 
the Judiciary. This is a good idea and we have no problem at all with 
voting yes on this bill. 


The balance of the 26 amendments (#8 through #26) relate to only a 
single Alabama county and none directly involve Coffee County. 
You can read a short recap of them on page 21. If you feel like vot- 
ing on any of these, here is our usual position on these local bills: 
We vote yes or ignore them if they allow the people of the county in- 
volved to have the final say-so. However, if like #15, the bill could 
become law for Covington County without a single voter in Coving- 
ton County voting in favor of it, we always g 

NO! The amendment would allow bingo games in Covington 
County. It is not for us to decide on bingo for those folks, HOME 
RULE should allow them to have the final say on this matter, An- 
other of the amendments deals with bingo also. However it gives the 
people of Houston County the right to have the final word on making 
bingo legal and we feel they should have that right 


The bottom line on the local amendments is: We recommend voters 
cither ignore amendments #8 through #26 (with the exception of 
#15) or vote yes. What you will be doing with a yes vote is allowing 
the people in the particular county decide their own fate. We urge 
you to vote NO on #15 and keep voting no on this “ram it down 
their throat” type amendment until the laws are changed (such as 
Amendment #1 will try to do) or legislators learn not to even intro- 
duce bills with such wording.

Fora 
four-person household, the maxi- 
mum allotment changed from $375 
to $386 a month. 

“The USDA periodically adjusts 
the eligibility criteria for the food 
stamp program to reflect increases in 
the cost of living,” Ms. Briddle ex- 
plained. 

In order to receive food Stamps, 
most households must meet both 
gross and net income guidelines, 

For households that include a dis- 
abled person or at least one person 
who is 60 years of age or older, only 
net income guidelines must be met, 

Currently, there are approximate- 
ly 200,000 food Stamp households in 
Alabama, including 1,400 house- 
holds in Coffee County.

ELBA GETS MUCH NEEDED WIN OVER ANDALUSIA 


The Elba Tigers and Andalusia Bulldogs both played like they had chips 
on ‘their shoulders Friday night, and since the Tigers came in with a 1-6 
record, and the Bulldogs came in at 0-8, it wasn’t hard to tell why. Both 
teams played hard, sometimes too hard, as the Tigers pulled ahead in the 
first half and easily held on to post a much needed win. 

The Elba offense put thirty points on the scoreboard in the win, and 
could have easily scored another thirty if not for repeated mistakes that 
killed almost certain scoring drives. Elba lost a fumble at the Andalusia 8- 
yardline on its first possession, had a pass intercepted at the Andalusia 1- 
yardline after starting at the Andalusia six, lost a fumble at the Andalusia 
14-yardline, had a pass intercepted at the Andalusia 4-yardline and com- 
mitted two penalties after beginning a drive at the Andalusia 40, Add to 
those blunders the fact the Tigers had three touchdowns nullified by pen- 
alties and it is easy to figure out that the 30-6 win wasn’t anywhere nearly 
as close as the score might indicate. 

When the offense did hold on to the football and not make mistakes, it 
clicked on five straight possessions to score 30 points against the 5A Bull- 
dogs. The running game was back on track as five Elba backs ran up and 
down the field for 310 yards on 32 carries, an average of almost 10 yards 
per carry. Quarterback Che Vaughan ran the option on numerous occasions 
and used his speed to gain a season-high 95 yards and score two touch- 
downs. The option has not been used much this season, but Friday night it 
looked outstanding, and should give the Tigers another offensive weapon, 
Detrick Kyles was back at fullback and rambled for 82 yards and a touch- 
down, while flanker Leray Smedley got the ball twice on reverses and 
gained 53 yards, including 48 on a touchdown run. Tailbacks Chris Tyson 
and Sterling Jones combined for 85 yards, giving the Elba backs a balanced 
attack in every sense of the word. 

It was a good thing the running game was running wide-open, because 
the passing attack took the night off, or maybe it-should have taken the 
night off. The Tigers completed only one pass, while having two passes in- 
tercepted deep in Andalusia territory, and the passing game was at its worst 
in the win.

Tigers looking for third win of season 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to finish out the regular season with 
their third win in four games Friday 
night when they travel to Evergreen 
to battle the SA Hillcrest Jaguars. 

The Tigers will enter the game! 
with a 2-6 record and will be coming: 
off a big 30-6 win over Andalusia, 
while Hillcrest will bring a 3-6 
record into the clash, including a 26- 
6 setback to Charles Henderson last 
week, 

“An ugly win is a lot better than a 
pretty loss,” stated Elba’s Coach 
Mack Wood after last week’s win 
over Andalusia, “and we’ll take a 
win anyway we can get it. We had a 
couple of pretty losses to Charles 
Henderson and Opp, but those losses 
still hurt, The win tonight was kind 
of ugly, especially in the second 
half, but we needed a win real bad 
and were glad to get it.” 

Elba had a season-low offensive 
Output in its 14-12 loss to Luverne 
that cost the Tigers the Area 4 cham- 
pionship, but bounced back a week 
ago and rolled up 310 yards on the 
ground last week against SA An- 
dalusia, 

Quarterback Che Vaughan ran the 
opuon to near-perfection in leading 
Elba with 95 yards in six carries, 
while fullback Dewick Kyles added 
82 yards on 10 carries, and tailbacks 
Chris Tyson and Sterling Jones com- 
bined for 85 yards on 13 carries. 

Tiger speedster Leray Smedley 
continued his late-season rush as he 
gained 53 yards in two carries and 
scored a touchdown on a 48-yard re- 
verse, while having a 93-yard kick- 
off return nullified by a penalty. 

While Elba's offense did misfire 
in the air, hitting only 1 of 5 passes, 
while suffering 2 interceptions, the 
overall offensive output of 327 yards 
and four touchdowns was a marked 
improvement. 

The Tiger defense was knocked 
around in the loss to Luverne, but 
also bounced back with a vengeance 
against the Bulldogs, and in the sec- 
ond half held Andalusia to only one 
first down and 7 yards in total of- 
fense. 

The defense had eight tackles for 
losses in the big win and picked off 


two passes. Leading the defense was 
linebacker Rudy Free with 9 tackles, 
while noseguard Todd Hooks had 7 
tackles, defensive tackle Demaris 
Barnes had 5 tackles and 2 assists, 
and linebacker Todd McKee had 5 
stops. 

Hillcrest, under the direction of 
second-year Coach Dennis Ander- 
son, opened the season with a 7-0 
win over 4A power W.S. Neal, then 
after a 28-7 loss to Escambia 
County, claimed wins over Monroe 
County 13-12 and Andalusia 40-6 to 
up its record to 3-1. 

The Jaguars have hit lean times in 
recent weeks; however, and have 
suffered five straight losses to We- 
tumpka 22-0, Greenville 16-6, Opp 
16-13, T.R, Miller 43-0 and Charles 
Henderson 26-6. 

The Jags have a big, physical 
team loaded with athletes that plays 
power football on both sides of the 
ball.

“(e) If after having been 
approved by at least a three-fifths vote of the 
elected members of each house of the Leg- 
islature without a dissenting vote cast the 
proposed amendment is not approved bya 
majority vote the Local Constitutional 
Amendment Commission, it shall automati- 
cally be submitted in a statewide refer- 
endum in accordance with the procedures 
for proposed statewide constitutional 
amendments under Sections 284 and 285 of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901. If the 
Proposed amendment is submitted in a 
Statewide referendum, it shall not become 
effective unless approved at a referendum

thought that the grandson of Ms. 
Hornsby was singled out in being 
asked to leave the store. 

According to Ms. Homsby, the 
youngster - with the approval of the 
store manager - was sitting at one of 
the booths doing his homework 
when he was asked to leave.

County BOE adopts drug screening policy

The Coffee County School Board 
meeting in regular session Monday 
evening breezed through a_ short 
agenda before going into executive 
session. 

According to Superintendent 
Clayton Bryant, the reason for the 
execution session was for a student 
disciplinary hearing. He described 
the incident involving a New Brock- 
ton student was not one of a real se- 
rious nature, 

However, the matter did require 
that action be taken by the board. 

Prior to the closed door session, 
board members reviewed a drug 
screening policy for employees in- 
volved in the transportation of stu- 
dents. 

During the discussion of the poli- 
cy, it was noted that volunteers who 
drive any vehicle belonging to the 
county school system will be subject 
to the terms of the policy as well as 
full-time employees of the system. 

The Board, after several minutes 
of discussion and reviewing the poli- 
cy in detail with Supt. Bryant and 
Ted Fillingim, director of transporta- 
tion for the county school system, 
approved the policy in two parts - 
Draft A and Draft B. 

The purpose of Draft A is to es-

prove a long discussed increase in 
water rates. The new rates will be- 
come effective on January 1st. 

During the final discussion, Mrs, 
Gladys Yelverton, who chairs the 
board, noted there had been no in- 
crease in water rates in over ten 
years, 

Several months ago board mem- 
bers were presented comparison fig- 
ures indicating Elba water rates were 
below the stale average by a consid- 

erable amount. 

The new rates will increase the 
minimum residential rate from $5.35 
for the first 3,000 gallons to $7.00 
for the first 2,500 gallons, 

The second 2,500 gallons will 
cost 2.50 per 1,000, The rate will de- 
crease as consumption increases, 
with all over 20,000 monthly costing 
80¢ per 1,000 gallons, 

Rural water rates will also in- 
crease, The first 2,500 gallons on the 
rural system will cost $9.15, The 
next 2,500 gallons will cost $3.00 
per thousand. This rate also de- 
creases with all over 20,000 costing 
$1.30 per thousand gallons,

tablish policy and procedures which 
ensure that the Coffee County 
School System maintains a drug-lice 
workplace. 

. Supt. Bryant explained to board 
members that the establishment of 
this policy will ensure that the 
county school system is in compli- 
ance with the drug free workplace 
requirements of Public Law 100-690 
for recipients of federal contracts 
and grants. 

Draft A of the policy will apply 
to ALL employees of the county 
school system. It states: “The unlaw- 
ful manufacture, distribution, dispen- 
sation, or use of a controlled sub- 
stance is prohibited by the Coffee 
County School System on any prop- 
erty owned, leased, or controlled by 
the school system or during any ac- 
tivity conducted, sponsored, or au- 
thorized .by or on behalf of the 
schoo! system.” 

The second part of the policy, 
Draft B, is directed - in general - to 
those persons involved in the trans- 
portation of students in the county 
school system, 

The general policy is stated as 
follows: “Practical experience ‘and 
research has proven that even small 
quantities of narcotics, abused pre- 
scription drugs, or alcohol can im- 
pair judgement and reflexes. 

“Even when not readily apparent, 
this impairment can have serious re- 
sults, particularly for employees op- 
erating vehicles or potentially dan- 
gerous equipment.” 

With the adoption of this policy, 
the Board insists that employees re- 


port to work without any alcohol or 
illegal mind-altering substances, in 
their system, 

Outlined in the policy is the pro- 
vision for random unannounced 
screening for alcohol and/or drugs of 
all employees. 

The Omnibus Transportation Em- 
ployee Testing Act of 1991 already 
requires substance screening for em- 
ployees and applicants for employ- 
ment involving transportation of in- 
dividuals, 

In adopting the drug and alcohol 
abuse policy, the Coffee County 
School System will maintain a drug 
free awareness program to inform 
employees about: the dangers of 
drug abuse in the workplace; the sys- 
tem’s policy of maintaining a drug- 
free workplace; any available drug 
counseling, rehabilitation, and em- 
ployee assistance program; and the 
penalties that may be imposed upon 
employees for drug abuse violations. 

After adoption of the policy, the 
Board approved the appointment of 
Golda Donaldson as the county 
school system’s Drug Program Coor- 
dinator. 

The Alabama Reference Labora- 
tories of Dothan, Alabama will 
maintain a documented procedure 
for collecting, shipping, and access- 
ing urine specimens, : 

Dr. Russell Cook was designated 
by the Board as the Medical Review 
Officer for the county school system. 

All employees of the Coffee 
County School System will receive a 
copy of the policy adopted by the 
school board at Monday’s meeting,
